The people were celebrating the 
twenty-fourth of July—tbe anniversary 
of the pioneers—in Big Cottonwood 
Canyon, when the news reached them 
of the coming of the troops to invade 
their homes. | 

They had conquered the desert. 
Cities were fast springing up in the 
solitary places, where cities had never 
been planted before, and in valleys 
that had once been the bed of the great 
dea, Civilization was spreading. 

A plentiful harvest was promised 
that year, and every circumstance of 
their situation seemed favorable, except 
the lack of postal communication with 
the East, Their insolation, in this 
particular, had kept them in ignorance, 
up to that time, of the movements of 
the Government concerning them. 

On the 22d of July, 1857, numerous 
teams were seen wending their way, by 
different routes, to the month of Bi 
Cottonwood Canyen, where they hal 
forthe night. Next morning Governor 


Young led the van of tbe long line of 
carriages and wagons, and before noon | 


the calvacade reached the camp ground 
at the Cottonwood Lake, which nestles 
in the bosom of the mountain, 8,000 
feet above the level of the sea. Early 
in the afternoon, the company, num- 
bering 2,687 persons, encamped, and 
soon all were busy with the arrange- 
ments for the morrow. It will be seen 
at a glance, that this was intended to 
be a pioneer’s jubilee indeed; not in 
a city, but in primitive surroundings, 
suggestive of their entrance into these 
valleys ten years before. 

There were in attendance: Captain 
Ballo’s Band, the Nauvoo brass band, 
the Ogden City brass band, and the 
Great Salt Lake City and Ogden martial 
bands ; also, of the military, the Ist 
company of light artillery, under 
Adjutant-General James Ferguson ; a 
detachment of four platoons of life 
guards, and one platoon of the lancers, 
under Colonel Burton ; and one com- 

y of light infantry, under Captain 

ohn W. Young. Colonel J. C. Little 
was marshal of the day. * 

Early on the following morning the

people assembled, and the choir sang :

Then, after prayers, the stars and 
stripes were unfurled on the two high 
est peaks im sight of the camp, on two 
of the tallesttrees. At twenty minutes 

t nine, a. m., three rounds from the 
artillery saluted the First Pesidency, 
and at a quarter past ten three rounds 
were given for the Hope of Israel.” 
Captain John W. Young, with his 
company of light infantry, answered to 
this last salute, and went through their 
military evolutions to the admiration 
of the beholders. This company num- 
bered fifty boys, at about the age of 
twelve, who had been uniformed by 
Governor Young. 

At noon, Bishop A. O. Smoot, Elder 
Judson Stoddard, Judge Elias Smith, 
and O. P. Rockwell, rode into camp,

bey brought news of the coming of 
the troops. It was the first tidings of 
war. Any other people in the world 
would have been stricken with a terrible 
fear ; but not so tnese Mormen Saints. 
The well-known war cry of Cromwell, 
when he entered into battle, ‘‘ The 
Lord of Hosts is with us !” was the 
undaunted exclamation of every heart, 
and soon it was the burden of every 


In a moment the festive song was 
. to the theme of war; the 
jubilee of a people swelled into a 
sublime declaration of independence. 
Never before did such a spirit of hero- 
ism so suddenly and completely possess 
an entire community. Men and womem 
shared it alike. Brigham was among 
them like an archangel of God. As a 
Moses he had led modern Israel in their 
exodus ; like a David he was now 
called to deliver them from the over- 
- whelming hosts that the United States 
could marshal against them. 

To say that the Mormons were taken 
with astonishment would be to mis-state 
the case. They had long looked for 
this issue. They had seen mobs mar- 
shaled against them from the begin- 
ming, vas bad also been told by 
the et Joseph, early in his career, 
that Some day they would see the 


United States come against them in 
war, and that the Lord-should deliver 
them and bring glory to His name.” 
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Nothing more unlikely could have been 
— be this Prophet of afew hundred 
disciples ; as likely was it that the stars 
of heaven should make war upon the 
earth in impotent wrath. They were 
not even in a location at that time 
where this was possible. The very 
prophecy foreshadowed their removal 
to the mountains, as though to invite 
the nation to the issue ; and its fulfil- 
ment bespoke a destiny in them supe- 
rior to the destiny even of the United 
States. The nation was now coming 
against them, to verify the prophecy in 
the most literal mannsr. Hence, 
doubtless, the extraordinary trust and 
fortitude ef the people, and the self- 
possession of their leaders. They had 
no doubt as to the issue, though how 
God would work out their deliverance 
they saw not fully. 

Everything the Mormons did at that 
time was done in the most deliberate 
earnestness. Two messengers were 
immediately dispatched to England, to 
call home the American Elders in Eu- 
rope, and ten thousand British Saints 
would have gathered that year, had it 
been possible, to share the fate of their 
brethren and sisters in the mountains; 
but all emigration was, of course, now 
cut off. Never was there so much en- 
thusiasm in the foreign Missions as 
then.. One could judge of the sublime 
enthusiasm at home by that which ani- 


mated the Saints abroad. Yet they 


saw a mighty nation movi ainst 
the hand ul in the — and 
moving with a settled resolve to anni- 
hilate the Mormon power at once and 
forever, leaving no seed on American 
territory from which that power might 
re-germinate. The papers of America 
and Europe teemed with these antici- 
pations. It was broadly suggested that 
volunteers from every State should 
pour into Utah, make short work of 
the Saints, possess their cities, fill their 
Territory with a gentile population, 
and take their wives and daughters as 
spoil, thus breaking up the polygamic 
institution. Por a time there was 3 
prospect of this. Tens of thousands 
were eager for this thorough work of 
regeneration for Utah; and, had the 
Government dared to enco it, the 
attempt would have been e. For 
such a crusade, however, a civilized 


judgement could have found no excuse 
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not even on the plea of rebellion. At 
least, President Buchanan was made to 
gee this much, and to appreciate that 
he could only use United States regular 
troops, and these only in the guise ofa 
Posse comitatus to the new Governor. 
That Brigham Young could have been 
‘‘ as serene as a Summer’s day,” under 
such circumstances, is one ef the mar- 
vels of history, and one of the marvels 
of character. But he meant war with 
the United States after his own Mosaic 
methods. He knew from the first that 
he had the President of the United 
States at his mercy. His affirmation 
that he should whip” their armies if 
they came against him was no rebellious 
utterance, but a simple statement of 
what was coming to pass. He under- 
stood himself, and understood his 
people, and knew that they also under- 
stood him. 
The man resolved on an exodus again 
if the need came, and resolved to leave 
Utah in ashes—a desolation that would 
have damned in history, the conduct of 
a great and once exemplary Republic. 
nor was he a mere copyist of the Meses 
of Israel, or the Alexander of Russia. 
Exoduses have been forced upon him. 
They came as the natural methods of 
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his life. He had become a master of 
them, and was learned in their results. 
The heroic resolve would have started 
into the man’s brain and purposed 
action, even though no blazing Moscow 
had confirmed the genius of the Russian 
Emperor. 

And Brigham and his people were 
justified in such a method of warfare 
against the United States. No matter 
how good the claim had been of Louis 
XIV to any part of the Netherlands, 
or the plausible right of a greater 
power to subdue a lesser one, all our 
sympathies go out to William of Orange 
and his Dutch. When the youn 
Dutch hero pulled up the dykes an 
submerged Holland, he conquered both 
France and Spain. Luxemburg, Conde 
and Louis himself were beaten, very 
much as Brigham beat Colonel Alex- 
ander, General Johnston and President 
Buchanan. And when a leader is found 
great enough, and a people devoted 
and heroic enough, to rise to such 
examples, the historian must justify 
them, for posterity will surely do as 
much. Thus will the Mormons be 
justified for what they did in the 
Utah war.”

Pursuant to adjournment made at 
the last General Annual Conference 
held in the Temple, at St. George, the 
Forty-seventh General Semi-Annual 
Conference of the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints convened 
at the Tabernacle, Salt Lake City, 
this, 6th day of October, 1877, at 10 
a.m., President John Taylor presiding.

Conference was called to order by 
President John Taylor. 

The choir sang—

Elder George Q. Cannon said it was 
the intention to bave read before the 
General Conference statistical reports 
from every Stake of Zion, but only 11 
out of 20 having been forwarded, and 
some of those but imperfectly made 
out, he would read what had been 
sent in. 

After reading the reports, Elder 
Cannon said, with a view to arrive at 
a more correct understanding of the 
reports that were required from every 
Stake of Zion, there would be a meet- 
ing held in the 14th Ward Assembly 
Rooms on Sunday evening, at 7 o'clock, 
of the Presidents of Stakes, and their 
counselors and clerks. 

Elder W. Woodruff gave an inter- 
esting account of the labors performed 
in the St. George Temple from the 
time of its dedication until he left. 

He said he would rejoice excved- 
ingly to see the time when the Temple 
in this city and in Logan would be 
completed, so that the Saints in this 
section of country might have an 
opportunity of attending to their bap- 
tisms, ordinations for themselves and 
their dead, without the necessity of 
traveling so great a distance as they 
now had to do, to St. George. The 
work in the Temple there would be 
resumed on the 20th of this month. 

Elder Erastus Snow spoke of the 
lively and beneficial effect that the 
building of the St. George Temple had 
upon the people, now that an opportu- 
pity was afforded them of looking after 
the salvation of those who were living, 


and those who were dead, thus ful- Q 


filling the prophecies of the ancients, 
who testified that in the last days 
.** saviors should come upon Zion” to 
redeem the house of Esau. 

In speaking of the great work of 
God in the last days, he said we were 
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required to be co-workers with Christ 
Jesus, and the more we understood of 
the work of salvation, we should find 
it to be one of proxy, being dependent 
one upon another. Our lives, there- 
fore, must be one of continuous labor, 
first to gather the people by the preach- 
ing of the Gospel, then the building of 
Temples, and doing the work of the 
fathers, and the children, that all 
might be made perfect in one com- 
plete chain, reaching back from the 
beginning of the world, and continu- 
ing to the end thereof. This was. 
that new and everlasting covenant, 
that contemplates the welding together 
of all dispensations, and includes tem- 
poral as well as spiritual things. 

The warfare for us to fight was to 
overcome the world, to glorify God, 
aud do the work we came here to 
perform. We must cleanse our hearts 
from the love of the world. We must 
meet together to watch and pray, and 
all our associations must be for the 
purpose of benefiting and blessing 
each other. There should be the 
utmost freedom of speech, but we- 
should not indulge in fault finding. 

In all our solemn assemblies, espe- 
cially when called upon to express. 
our sanction or otherwise of the autho- 
rities who may be presented, every 
one should act as a servant of God, 
and vote freely and frankly without 
bypocrisy, and every one who sanc- 
tioned the appointment of the autho- 
rities of the Church, should sustain. 
them by their faith, prayers, and good 
works. 

If any decisions of the various Courts 
of the Church should be rendered un- 
righteously, through ignorance, pre- 
judice, or the weaknesses of humanity, . 
God had established courts of appeal 
for the purpose of correction. 

Elder George Q. Cannon explained 
the various parts of the Tabernacle: 
which had been designated for differ- 
ent Quorums of the Priesthood during 
the General Assembly, and particu- 
larly requested every member ef the 
norums present to observe the order 
and sit in their respective places. 

The object of this arrangement was. 
to carry out the plan given by the 
Prophet Joseph, and adopted by Pre- 
sident Young, in Nauvoo, in giving 
every Quorum of the Priesthood an 
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opportunity of voting by separate 
‘Quorums. 

Conference was adjourned until 
2 o’clock p.m.

Elder George Q. Cannon stated that 
at the general assembly of Quorums 
at Kirtland, the manner of voting the 
affirmative vote was by rising on their 
feet, and the negative vote by keeping 
their seats. It was now expected 
that the Quorums, when they arose on 
their feet, would also raise their right 
hands, and the negative votes cast 
would be by retaining their seats and 
keeping down their hands, until the 
affirmative vote was cast, then if there 
were negatives, they would have the 
privilege of rising to their feet. 

The General Authorities of the 
Church were voted for by each Quo- 
rum of the Priesthood rising on their 
feet, and raising their right bands in 
the following order: First — The 
Twelve Apostles. Second—The Patri- 
archs, Presidents of Stakes and their 
Counselors, and the High Councils. 
Third — High Priests. Fourth — 
Seventies. Fifth—Elders. Sixth— 
Bishops and Counselors. Seventh— 
Priests, Teachers and Deacons. Eighth 
— Presidency of all the Quorums. 
Ninth—The entire congregation. 

Elder Cannon presented the autho- 
rities of the Church as follows: 

John Taylor as President of the 
Quorum of the Twelve Apostles, as 
one of the Twelve Apostles, and of 
the Presidency of the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints. 

As members of the Quorum of the 
Twelve Apostles—Wilford Woodruff, 
‘Orson Hyde, Orson Pratt, Charles C. 
Rich, Lorenzo Snow, Erastus Snow, 
Franklin D. Richards, Geo. Q. Cannon, 
Brigham Young, Joseph F. Smith, 
and Albert Carrington.

President John Taylor made a 
motion that John W. Young and 
Daniel H. Wells be sustained as Pro- 
phets, Seers, and Revelators, to act 
with the Twelve as their Counselors, 
in that capacity. The whole congre- 
gation sustained the motion.

Albert Carrington as President of 
the Perpetual Emigrating Fund for 
the gathering of the poor. 

Orson Pratt as Historian and Gene- 
ral Church Recorder, and Wilford 
Woodruff his assistant. This motion 
was put to the congregation merely, 
and was unanimous. 

The local authorities of the Salt 
Lake Stake of Zion were then pre- 
sented in the following order—Angus 
M. Cannon, President of the Stake, 
with David O. Calder and Joseph E. 
Tavlor as his Counselors.

deferred. 

Truman O. Angel was sustained 
as General Architect of the Church, 
and T. O. Angel, Jun., his assistant.

During the whole of the presenta- 
tion of the authorities before a con- 
gregation of from 12,000 to 14,000, 
excellent order prevailed, and to 
witness the unanimity and reflective 
silence during the entire proceedings, 
prompted by the Spirit of God, was 
grand and impressive beyond the 

wer of words td describe. The 
— depicted on every counte- 
nance, as the only expression of 
their inmost soul, seemed to say, 
It was good for us to be here.” 
It was indeed a feast to all the Saints, 
and a beautiful foretaste of what there 
is in the future. 

President John Taylor felt happy 
to witness the union and good feeling 
manifested by the Saints in their 
voting. There was a saying in the 
world vox populi vox Dei. But there 
was a custom in ancient times for the 
Lord to first make known his will to 
his servants, and present it to the 
— when it was first the voice of 

, then the voice of the people. 

He spoke of the increased respon. 
sibilities that now rested upon the 
Apostles, and unless God were with 
them they would not be equal to the 
task. When men were under the 
— — of the Almighty, it was a 

igh honor to hold office, and as such 
they desired to appreciate it. They 
felt thankful for the confidence and 
faith made manifest this day. He 
had said but little since the death 


of our late President, who had stood 
prominently before the Church for the 
last thirty three years. For this he 
had varied reasons. One reason was, 
he felt sad in his heart, in common 
with the community, at the loss of our 
respected and venerable President. 
Another was that a multiplity of 
business cares had devolved upon the 
Twelve, and many questions had to be 
answered and disposed of upon a va- 
riety of subjects. A further reason 
was that he did not wish to say any- 
thing which would influence the Twelve 
or others, so far as his position was 
concerned, but desired to leave them 
perfectly unbiassed in their minds. 
He felt thankfal to have Elders Orson 
Pratt and Joseph F. Smith, who had 
arrived from England only a few days 
ago, present at Conference. The 
Priesthood of the Son of God was. 
not given for personal aggrandisement 
but for the building up of the king- 
dom of God, and if we could carry 
out in our lives what we had made 
manifest this day by our votes, the 
kingdom of God would roll forth, and 
the faver and blessing of God would 
rest upon us. 

Elder George Q. Cannon read an 
extract from page 386 and 387 of the 
Book of Mormon. 

President John Taylor said the 
words just. read were true when they 
were written and they were true to- 
day. No man need think this work 
would stop. It would go on and in- 
crease until the purposes of Jehovah 
were accomplished, and no power on 
earth or in hell could stay its pro- 
gress. 

Conference was adjourned until 10 
o’clock Sunday morning.

Our brother and 
friend has gone, and while we feel to 
cherish and to pay atribute of respect 
to his memory, let our hearts be raised 
in praise and thanksgiving to God 
our Father that the keys of the 
Priesthood which he held still remain 
in the possession of his fellow ser- 
vants who tarry on the earth! That 
the work commenced by the Prophet 
Joseph, the building upon the foun. 
dation thereof, still continues, and 
that it will continue henceforth and 
forever, the Priesthood being with- 
out beginning of days or end of years 
—everlasting, from eternity to eter- 
nity! that portion necessary being 
conferred upon the children of men 
will continue and always exist upon 
the earth, and the good and great 
work of redemption and salvation 
will go on from triumph to triumph, 
from victory to victory, and the 
erection of Temples continue, and 
the purposes of the Almighty be de- 
veloped and consummated until finally 
the whole programme shall be accom- 
plished, the earth reclaimed and its 
inhabitants sanctified and redeemed. 

I pray God to hasten the work, and 
enable us, his people, to be faithful 
and diligent, that we may prove our- 
_ selves worthy and prepare the way for 
the coming of our Lord and Savior 
Jesus Christ; and that we may be 
2 to stand in the day of the 

rd Almighty, and continue to per- 
form our duties in this our earthly 
— with credit to ourselves and 

onor to God, according to his design 
and purpose in our being here upon 
the earth. This is my humble, my 
fervent prayer; and that we may, 
with those who have gone before of 
our relatives and friends and the 
holy meu of God of every age and 
dispensation, through the powers 
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of the redemption and the resur- 
rection, obtain an inheritance in the 
eternal mansion, around the golden 
streets of the holy city, the New 
Jerusalem, whese maker and builder 
is God. May the God of heaven bless 
and preserve us all, to the accom- 
plishment of his pur on the 
earth, in the name of Jesus. Amen. 

He was followed by Elder Wood- 
ruff who said— 

I am satisfied there is great re- 
os this day in the spirit world. 

e have a large assembly of persons 
here witnessing the ceremonies, who 
tabernacle in the flesh. If our eyes 
were opened so that we could seo 
those aronnd us who too are witnessing 
quite as intently and anxiously these 
proceedings as we are, and very pro- 
bably mere so, where we now behold 
one, there would be hundreds of 
thousands. The Prophet Joseph is 
not dead, neither are his fellow-ser- 
vants now with him; they are alive 
and working energetically in the same 
great cause; and they and the hosts 
of the spirits of men rejoice when 
the foundation and every stone of a 
Temple is laid; for they will know 
in their prison homes that their sal- 
vation depends upon these things. 
Joseph Smith, although separated 
from us, is one with us; Brigham 
Young is still with us, and I say and 
declare to you and to all men, that 
not only they, but every Apostle and 
all good men that ever lived upon 
the earth, are with us; their eyes 
are watching our preceedings ; and in 
fact God himself with all the hosts 
of heaven are also engaged in this 
work; and yet the whole of it per- 
taining to the flesh devolves upon the 
Latter-day Saints in these valleys of 
the mountains. 

Brethren and sisters, arise up and 
hasten the building of this Temple, 
and never stop until it is finished. 
And then we will continue on and 
build others elsewhere, and not rest 
from our labors while we tarry in the 
flesh; but ever labor for and guard 
and defend the interests of our Fa- 
ther’s kingdom, performing every 
duty, remaining true and faithful to 
death, that we may inherit eternal 
lives. And that we may do so, is my 
prayer in the name of Jesus. Amen,

WHAT SHALL WE READ? [No. 2.

FaMILIARITY with the printed word should be the characteristic of every Latter- 
day Saint, they for purposes of offense and defense should be in {possession of, 
and know how to use the sword of the Spirit, which is the word of God; for 
many of the opportunities offered by Christendom, this refers more particularly 
to the Old and New Testament ;” but for culture as Saints, and for illustra- 
tion, example, and use, we have ‘‘ the Book of Mormon ;” this in its plainness 
and simplicity is eminently adapted for the purpose intended by its revelation, 
it illustrates the unity of the divine plan and ‘purpose in the revelation of 
Jesus Christ, and is collateral evidence in favor of the truth of the Scriptures 
(invested by mankind with so much honor) which all might deem themselves 
blest in receiving ; its prophecies also now in process of fulfillment are like 
those of the other, startling evidences in favor of, its divine inspiration and 
purpose in the economy of heaven. 

The“ Book of Doctrine and Covenants” is also invaluable for the furnishing 
of spiritual food adapted to every Saint, its voice is the voice of our day, its 
revealings given to us, its promises are our own, and it is the key which, when 
used, will give a fullness and wealth of knowledge in regard to the origin, 
development, and processes of the great latter-day work unattainable elsewhere; 
there the vail is lifted from the machinery by which the Gods are working 
amid the inhabitants of earth; what the Bible was in Asia, and the Book of 
Mormon in primitive America, so are the revelations of the Doctrine and Cove- 
nants to us, and in the mouth of two or three witnesses fevery word shall be 
established ;” but the joint product of these divine records is to be found in 
the restoration of the eternal Priesthood, in the organization of the Church of 
Jesus Christ, in the establishment of the kingdom of God, and in the bringing 
in of the latter-day Zion upon the earth. Those who have accepted and 
become participators in this great work, need to be ‘filled with the spirit of 
intelligence concerning it; the Prophets prophesied, these are the fulfillers of 
the prophecy ; the ancient men of God left on record the history and methods 
of their labor, these are the consistent followers of their example, and the con- 
fidant expectants of the same and yet mightier results; they were the bloom 
of promise to a fallen race, these are the ripening fruit; they may have in 
vision only seen this day and been glad,” upon these have fallen the dis- 
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pensation of the fulness of times, in which God will gather together in one all 
things which are in Christ, both which are in heaven and which are on earth.” 

These grand designs are in process of realization, the gathering of the 
people, the consolidation of their energies, the establishment of these institu- 
tions, and the mighty works of the Priesthood, under the directing power of 
inspiration from on high, are before us; the details are brought before the 
Saints in Europe by the ministry of the Elders, and by the publication of the 
Srar and the JouRNAL oF Discourses, and these are published on purpose that 
they may bs read; and they should be read by every Latter-day Saint; the 
example should be set by those who minister in the holy Gospel, they should 
turn to these as to an everflowing fountain, providing them with topics— 
living topics for thovght, for comfort, for instruction, for information, and for 
truth; yet some of the Elders read not, or are indifferent, and the example is 
contagious ; some of the Saints do not read either Star or JouRNAL, poverty 
of pocket is the excuse, but poverty of spirit is the fact. Were it net for this 
partial indifference, the circulatiou of these our periodicals would be increased, 
every man would read, every woman would read, every family would read, and 
the Stark would be sunght for as a friend, or as a letter is sought for from a 
distant country—the weekly contents would form the topic of conversation, of 
abiding interest ; every item of doctrine, every paragraph of news, every cir- 
cumstance transpiring around, or in Zion more particularly, would be weighed, 
would be as news from home—our interest, our hopes, our lives are there, and 
the scenes and manifestations of Babylon are not for us, only as stimulants to 
our flight, or as something to be used as a temporary convenience for the 
accomplishment of a permanent end. 

It cannot be seen how those who do not read, can desire to know, or how 
they can become or be intelligent and valiant defenders of the system with 
which they are identified ; how can they give a reason for the hope that is 
within them, except they understand? True, the Spirit of the Lord is given 
to enlighten, to inspire, to teach,—but it is most often given to those who are 
appointed to teach, and they are under positive obligations (if they would be 
useful) to exercise their faculties, to improve their opportunities, to search for 
wisdom as for hidden treasure, if they want to be men of God, thoroughly 
furnished unto every good word and work.“ It is not good that the soul be 
without knowledge” (Prov. xix, 2). We are told in 1Sam. ii, 3, that the 
Lord is a God of knowledge; we are also told that the heart of the prudent 
getteth knowledge ; and the ear of the wise seeketh knowledge.” It was also 
declared that the lips of the priest should keep knowledge,” and prophesied 
that in the last days the Lord would give to his Zion Pastors according to 
his own heart, who should feed the people with knowledge and understanding,” 
and as a result, that the earth shall be full of the knowledge of the Lord, as 
the waters cover the sea.” 

Here is prophecy and promise, now is the opportunity, but the blessing is 
not without conditions ; we have to use every effort, to apply ourselves dili- 
. gently, seeking for it as we would for hidden treasure. ‘‘ Whoso readeth, let 
him understand,” for, ‘‘ blessed is he that readeth, and they that hear the words 
of this prophecy, and keep those things which are written therein” (Rev. i, 3). 
As Paul said to Timothy, so say we, ‘‘ Give attention to reading, and so may 
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every one among the Saints, old and young, officer and laity, man, woman, 
and child, be found reading, using the food which has been provided, that they 
may no longer be babes desiring the milk of the word, but as men; for every 
one that useth milk is unskilful in the word of righteousness ; for he is a babe, 
but strong meat belongeth to them that are of full age, even those who by reason 
of use have their senses exercised to discern both good and evil” (Heb. v, 13, 14). 
Many there are who for the time ought to be teachers, (yet now) have need 
that one teach them again which be the first principles of the oracles of God, 
and are become such as have need of milk, and not of strong meat.” Will the 
Elders and Saints, then, seek to increase among themselves the circulation of 
the Star, the JouRNAL, and other works issued by the Church, and also seek 
to induce outsiders to read, mark, and inwardly digest,” that they also by 
reading and hearing may come to the knowledge of the truth. H. W. N.

Salt Lake City, Utah, Oct. 3, 1877. 
Elder H. W. Naisbitt, 

42 Islington, Liverpool. 

Dear Brother,—I closed my last to 
you on the day previous to our arrival 
at New York. On the afternoon of 
that day, (Sept. 21st) the wind sud- 
denly rose toa gale, from the north- 
west, and continued till about mid- 
night furiously lashing the briny 
deep into seething foam; not only 
driving the passengers all below or to 
seek shelter behind some protecting 
object upon the deck, from the tor- 
rents of spray hurled over it by the 
fierce wind from fore to aft,” but 
actually renewing sea sickness which 
threatened to be as serious as the at- 
tacks at the commencement of the 
voyage; affording an experience con- 
trary to that of the old adage of a 
rough beginning and a rough ending. 
But fortunately it was sandwiched 
with a few pleasant days, and some 
agreeeable associations, the remem- 
brance of which will loug be cher. 
ished. 

As a rule I regard a voyage across 
the Atlantic as a blank page in the 
record of life, it is such a long dreary 
desert waste of waters, with no object 
to relieve the eye or mind from begin- 
ning to end, except it may be occa- 
sionally a distant, dim sail balf hidden 
below the horizon, perchance the 
spouting of a whale, or a glance at a 
giacial monster wandering from its 


moorings in the distant north, which 
quickly passes out of view, leaving but 
the uncertain memory of the sight. 
But the experiences of the voyage 
just over, have given me some food for 
after reflection. 

Perhaps the omnipotence of God, 
and his mighty works, seldom appear 
in greater contrast to the impotence 
and utter dependence of man, than 
they did occasionally to some of us on 
this voyage. 

J sould not but mark the effects of 
our situation, and the influence of 
compulsory acquaintance, from close 
contact, upon the minds of our fellow- 
passengers. At first strangers, then 
introduced only to increase, at first, 
the estrangement, but finally in a 
measure forced to a better under- 
standing and knowledge of each other, 
prejudice and sectivnalities which 
seemed insurmountable barriers be- 
tween us, gradually began to give way, 
we became more cosmopolitan in our 
ideas, grew more friendly and genial 
towards each other, and being shut 
out from the rest of mankind we na- 
turally settled down to the status of 
good citizens and neighbors in the 
little temporary world of our own. 

After landing, I was almost surprised 
to witness the apparent warmth of 
feeling with which we involuntarily 
shook hands with and bid each other 
good by, with kindly wishes for the 
future, and hopes of some day meet- 
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ing

ow many of the evils existing in 
the world are only supposed or imag- 
inary, and how vast a proportion of 
the real evils are the result of igno- 
rance and superstition. Misunder- 
standing, or a lack of the knowledge 
of facts, is one of the most fruitful 
sources of difference between indi- 
viduals and nations, and the cause 
of much strife, envyings, jealousies, 
and even malice, condemnation and 
blood-shed. 

He must be very wicked who could 
cherish hatred or malice in his heart 
toward his fellow-creature, whom he 
knows to be a goed man, and be is 
an abandoned wretch who would 
wilfully lie about his neighbor or 
brother. 

Mankind in general are deceived, 
and henee in ignorance and misguided 
in relation to the Latter-day Saints. 
It is true many allow their prejudices 
to lead them a great way in hostile 
sentiment, and sometimes demon 
strations towards the Saints, but com- 
paratively few of these would array 
themselves in opposition if they were 
well-informed in relation to the true 
moral and social character of the 
people, and I firmly believe that a 
very great majority of the people of 
the world would to-day embrace the 
Gospel, if it were possible to break 
through their traditions and the 
priestcraft of the age which binds 
them, for they might know the truth 
for themselves, 

This generation is getting tired of 
error and priestcraft, and is fast be- 
coming what the religiously-minded 
call infidel, and correctly so too, but 
infidelity to sectarianism is simply 
unbelief in the clashing and uncertain 
creeds of men, and does not necessarily 
detract from the good character or in- 
telligence of such, so-called infidels ; 
the only misfortune is they are too 
apt hastily to renounce everything 
called religion, and condemn all alike, 
whereas they would exhibit greater 
wisdom by observing the scriptural 
admonition, to prove all things and 
hold fast that which is good.” Public 
Opinion is too often manufactured, 
what is thought to be the general 
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sentiments of the masses are but the 
fulminations of one mind or at most 
those of a very small minority, and 
they by no means the standards of 
society ; yet it is evident that wrong 
impressions often obtain because never 
corrected. Falsehood may establish 
itself until ousted by fact. Error may 
flourish in its own uncertain glimmer, 
but must vanish before the light of 
truth, or divine revelation, which is 
not understood. 

Some suppose the Divine nature to 
be se mysterious and incomprehensible 
that but little concerning God or his 
law, which is bis truth, can be under- 
stood by mortals, while the fact is all 
truth is divine, no matter what it refers 
to, nor where it is found; and when 
the light of truth bursts upon the 
mind whether intuitively, or as the 
result of patient, faithful research, 
it is a divine revelation to that mind, 
as much so as if communicated by the 
presence and voice of an angel, or in- 
spired man, or read and learned from. 
the Divine Book. 

Excuse this slight digression from 
my narrative, [ have not time to pur- 
sue my reverie, nor indeed to add 
much more this time. On landing 
at New York, we met Elder W. C. 
Staines, and soon passed smoothly the 
Customs, and took a room at the 
Stevens’ House until evening, when 
we took the Pennsylvania Central for 
Chicago, thence by the C. B. & Q. to 
Omaha, and the U. P. R. R. and 
U. OC. R. R. from there home, when 
we arrived in safety on Thursday, 27th 
ult., fifteen days from Liverpool.

Dear Brother, — We left the river 
Mersey about 5 o’clock p. m., and at 
5.30 called the returning Elders to- 
gether in a council meeting, when it 
was proposed and unanimously ac- 
cepted that Elders Jos. S. Horne be 
first, and A. O. Smoot, Jun., second 
Counselor to Prest. Wm. Paxman; 
also that Wm. W. Galbraith be Captain 
of the guards, with Wm. C. A. Smoot 
and John Bitten as assistants. Geo. 
Atkin was elected Chaplain for the 
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company, and Adolphus Anderson was 
appointed Clerk for the same. After 
these appointments were carried, it 
was decided to have prayers with the 
Saints at 9.30 a.m. and 7 p.m., and 
that 10 p. m. should be the time of 
retiring for all the Saints, and that 
mo singing or walking around would be 
allowed after that hour, and it was left 
with Prest. Paxman to call a meeting 
whenever he might think desirable; 
names of desirable men were given 
by the Elders for guards, after which 
Council was adjourned. The Elders 
then retired below, and called a meet. 
ing of the Saints, when the before. 
‘mentioned appointments and regula- 
tions were laid before them and unani- 
mously accepted, then followed some 
excellent remarks and instructions by 
Eiders Paxman, Galbraith and Atkin, 
among other things the men who were 
appointed guards were instructed to 
let nobody come into the part of the 
vessel which the Saints occupied, ex- 
cept the ship’s officers when on busi. 
ness, and the Saints were instructed 
mot to mingle or associate with the 
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sailors; meeting was closed with a 
hymn, and prayer by A. O. Smoot, 
Jun., dedicating the vessel and in 
particular the portion occupied by the 
Saints to the Lord, and for the benefit 
of the Saints. To-day we have organ, 
ized a choir, aud are trying te make 
our voyage as pleasant and lively as 
possible. The Saints are happy and 
rejoicing, with a few exceptions, who 
are suffering from sea sickness. We 
had a very pleasant night, and a 
beautiful morning, but the vessel is 
commencing to heave a little, just 
now. The accommodation on board, 
thanks to Guion & Co.’s interest for 
our people, are most splendid, and the 
officers are very courteous and willing 
to do anything for our accommodations, 
We expect to arrive at Queenstown 
about 1 o’clock noon.

Prest. Barratt called the meeting to 
order.

Prest. Barratt called upon the bre- 
tbren to give a statement of the con- 
dition of their several Branches, which 
was done by Elder Janes for St. 
Helens, Elder Jos. Marsh for Ince, 
and Elder Peter Rowbottom for Up- 
holland, all of which were truthful 
and satisfactory. 

Elder H. W. Naisbitt said be felt 
satisfied in some respects to meet with 
the people in this land, yet was not sur- 


prised at their indifference in regard 
to the principles of life and salvation. 
When he was in England previously, 
one Conference numbered as many as 
the whole Mission does now ; the most 
energetic have been gathered, and are 
now raising their families in Utah; 
contrasted the difference in this matter 
of family between Great Britain and 
the valleys of the mountains; Babylon 
is not the place where the Lord wants 
his people. We can form an idea of 
how many friends we bave in this 
neighborhood, by the number that 
have turned out to hear us this morn- 
ing.

Prest. Barratt said he was glad to 
meet with the people, yet sorry it was 
so wet, as it would keep the people 
from coming to meeting, and he had 
wished to have a report from the vari- 
ous Branches. 

Elder M. M. Steele spoke on the first 
panne of the Gospel as taught by 

esus and his Apostles, and compared 
the teachings of the so called Christian 
churches with the teachings of the 
Latter-day Saints, and the state of 
society in Utah, where peace, plenty 
and happiness was enjoyed through 
the teachings of the servants of the 
Lord, and the state of society in Eng- 
land, where drunkenness, and many

such doctrines; was sure there was a 
God in heaven who ruled the destinies 
of men; but to find out who and what 
was right had been and was the desire 
of his heart. Read 2nd Tim., 3rd 
chap., to show that in the last days. 
men should be lovers of pleasures 
more than lovers of God,” etc.: yet, 
the people say, ‘‘We need no 
further revelation.”

Elder Naisbitt said he wisbed to 
enjoy the Spirit of the Lord, as the 
human mind was incapable of grasping 
the great truths of the Gospel without 
it. The seeming object of being is 
to many only eating, drinking, etc. 
We have handed to usa boek called the 
Bible. It is not read as much as it 
should be, besides which it is very 
little understood. It is worth our 
while to search it, for the knowledge 
which it contains. The Bible teaches 
us we are the children of God our Fa 
tber; that we were begotten in another 
world, that we were before we came here 
upon the earth. We are permitted to 
tabernacle in the flesh, to gain know. 
ledge and experience. The opportu- 
nities we have to gain knowledge 
are different to those enjoyed in the 
spirit world. The Lord condescended 
to show himself to Adam, talked with 
his sons and daughters, revealed him- 
self to Prophets, and sent angels; 
then finally he sent His Son born of a 
‘woman, one who asked to be glorified 
with the glory he had with his Father 
before the worlds were. People felt 
grand when they could trace their 
genealogy back to what they called 
the royal blood. But with man’s 
knowledge it is impossible to trace 
our origin back to our father in heaven. 
This must be revealed. It was said 
of Jesus, that in his humiliation, his 
judgement, was taken away.” Then, 

revelation, our origin can be clearly 
demonstrated. It was in heaven. Why, 
then, are we on the earth? It is in 
orderthat we may secure unto ourselves 
a tabernacle and enjoy the resurrection. 
Weare made in the form of our Father 
we are in his image: ‘male and 
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female created he them.” Jesus passed 
through death, and received his body, 
and asked his disciples to feel the prints 
of the nails in his bands and the hole 
in his side, and we are told that he did 
nothing only as he saw his Father do, 
We look npon Jesus and his Apostles 
with curiosity, as something very dif- 
ferent to us. We have been taught 
this by our fathers, and it has been 
handed down to us through time. The 
Apostles were publicans, fishermen, 
— ete., and Jesus himself was 
a carpenter. He was not connted 
among the upper class of society, but 
they looked upon him as something 
below them. To-day men look upon 
him as honorable, and hold him up to 
the world by sending missionaries to 
the nations of the heathen to tell of 
his goodness, etc. Jesus said, the 
foxes have holes and the birds of the 
air have nests, but the son of man hath 
not where te lay his head.” He also 
said, I came not to do my own will, 
but the will of my father who sent me.” 
He made known to the world that he 
was the Ohrist, then ordained Apos- 
tles, and organized ‘‘the Church of 
God,” eto. In that system those who 
received Jesus were expected to be 
baptized ; he set the pattern, he was 
baptized by John in Jordan “‘ to fulfill 
all righteousness ;” Matt. iii, 3. Those 
who refused the baptism of John, re- 
jected the counsel of God against 
themselves,” much more that of Jesus 
who after his resurrection, a 

to his Apostles and told them to 
adopt others into the Church by bap- 
tism. Peter baptized on the day of 
Pentecost, and added 3,000 to the 
Church. John baptized in Enon be- 
cause there was much water there. Phili 
baptized the Eunuch in water. If 
these men knew what they were about, 
this is the way ; if not we are at sea. 
Some say they can do as they please.” 
So they can, but if they want to follow 
the example of Jesus they must be 
baptized—by immersion. en we go 
to the Church we find a little water is 
taken and sprinkled in the child’s face, 
and that is called baptism. How can 
infants be baptized for the remission 
of sin, and how can they repent! 
It was sinners who were ba , men 
and women ; com the laws of God 
to the laws of there must 
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be order inadmitting aliens, and making 
them eitizens of England, so also in 
the kingdom of God. Jesus said these 
signs should follow, Casting out of 
devils, healing the sick, giving of the 
Holy Ghost“ Simon wished this power 
iven him, and offered money for it. 
Ask all the Christian churches if these 
signs follow, and they will tell you, no, 
they are done away, so they are 
through apostacy from the truth. The 
Church of England is a Church as 
by law established,” yet they profess 
and call it the Church of Christ. 
Those of the Wesleyan persuasion 
do not pretend to these things. Wes 
ley said they were all lost through apos- 
tacy; none profess to be established 
by divine law or commandment, then 
in the name of common sense what do 
they profess, and by what right do 
they do such things? In the Church 
of Jesus Christ, children are blessed ; 
the sick are anointed with oil, the 
Elders lay hands on them; the signs 
follow; there are in the Church 
Apostles, Pastors, and Teachers, and 
so resemble the primitive Church. All 
who have joined the Church in Europe 
and America have a testimony accerd- 
ing to promise. Thousands can and 
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will testify to having received this 
testimony, yet the Christians“ will 
deny us the name which they assume.
